Commenting on the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in respect to drum- 
mers’ licenses, the San Francisco 
Call of yesterday is undoubtedly 
correct in its utterance of the fol- 
lowing: 


The principle of the decision is that 
one State may not distinguish against 
the products of another State. The 
decision certainly does not requirea 
State to give persons selling goods 
manufactured in another 6tate a pre- 
ference over local tradesmen. The 
object of the decision is to place all 
traders, without rd to place of res- 
idence, on an equality fo as relates 
to the prosecution of their business. 
Municipal and State governmenis find 
it necessary to tax local merchants. It 
would be absurd to assume that non- 
resident salesmen may not be taxed as 
well. The law may be objectionable 
to the constitutional provision that 
commerce among the States shall be 
free, but a law certainly may be 
framed to reach all classes doing bus- 
iness under the protection of out laws.

The Oakland, Cal., newspapers 
are evidently trying to inaugurate 
a boom for that city. They are

An interview Last Evening With 
Twe Prominent Democrats of 
California. 

Jesse D. Carr, of Salinas, Cal., 
and E. McGettigan, of Vallejo, two 
prominent Democratic politicians, 
passed through Reno last evening 
on the west-bound overland from 
Washingtoo, D. C. In a hurried 
conversation with a GAZETTE re- 
porter concerning President Cleve-

I have no idea who the 
other two will be. It is almost im- 

rative that the interests of the 

acific Coast be represented by a 
man who thoroughly understands 
our situation uoder the new law, 
but I have doubts as to whether our 
entreaties will be heeded.

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NEVADA'S NEW LAWS. 


THE WORK OF THE LAST LEt- 
ISLATU RE. 


One Mundred and Forty-Six of the 
Bille that Passed Both Heuses 
Become Laws—Gevernor Stev- 
ensen Still Considering the 
Lottery Bill. 


Following isa condensed synop- 
sis of the bills of general interest 
passed by the Nevada Legislature, 
just now adjourned, as prepared by 
a reporter of the Virginia 
Enterprise. One hundred and 
and fifty-two bills, out of 300 or 400 
introduced, passed both Houses,and 
146 have received the approval of 
the Governor.
